It is said there is 
no state in all the Union, not even In 
the iniquitous Mississippi, where the 
Louisiana lottery company can find a 
resting place, unless it be in North.Da • 
ko‘a. The movers in the scheme are 
liking advantage of the empty treasury of 
the new state, and the suffering of some 
of its people by the paitial failure of last 
year's 
crop?, by 
making a tempt­ 
ing offer of money to secure the 
enactment cf the lottery law. The 
dearest bargain the state of North Da­ 
kota can make, is to sell its honor for

Those who seem to believe somewhat 
perplexed in regard to the workings of 
the Australian ballot system wfcioh bas 
been sdopted in t ‘. is and some other 
states, will be easily convinced of its 
practicability when the see i t in opera­ 
tion. There is not that ^intricacy about 
it that many say pose. 
There were three purposes in view in 
enacting the law. The fire! was to throw 
the expense of a general election on the 
•tate and municipalities, the theory be­ 
ing that as the election was for the pub­ 
lic good, they public should pay tte bill. 
Under the new law the candidates no 
longer pay for ballots either straight 
eplit. 
The seoor d object of the law was to 
aeoare what is properly ca I led an educe 
tioual ballot. The fact that the voter 
must mark by his own effort toe I 
of the candidates he votes for, compels 
him to give at leatt a pasting t bought to 
the name he marks, even it is no moxe 
than to see that it has his pari JU label. 
Under the cli system, a great mary 
voters bad their bellota prepared by oth­ 
ers—a sad reflection on toe %intel!igetoe 
of the voter—but her*after the voter 
must do his own voting, must do his own 
thinking, and select himself the men he 
desires to vota for. 
The third object of the Australian bal­ 
lot was to make it perfectly free to every 
voter, lo that there could be no intim­ 
idation, no bribery, no pressure of any 
sort. It was hoped to abolish all cor­ 
ruption at the po*!*— ail the dis;raoefal 
electioneering which so cf ten surrounds 
our election precinct!. 
In Mase&ohusett* tbe Australian sys­ 
tem was given a fur trial last year. It 
worked wtl', Republicans and demo­ 
crats gave it their most hearty endorse­ 
ment. In a few days the Gazette will have 
more to say about the system, and 
will illustrate by a diagram the elec­ 
tion booths, and will likewise print the 
simple rule that govern tbe voting. 


Arizona Pioneer* Protest Against Their 
Removal to tho West Again. 
Tucsox, Ari., Feb. IO.—Tho Society 
of Pioneers of Arizona have adopted re­ 
solutions, which havo been forwarded 
to President Harrison and which vigor­ 
ously protest against the removal of the 
Apache Indians from Mount Vernon, 
Ala., to Fort Sill, Indian Territory, and 
strongly indorse Gen Miles for his ac­ 
tion during his campaign against these 
Indians. 
The resolutions state that 
since the removal of tho Apaches tho in­ 
dustrial population of Arizona has al­ 
most doubled, and adds: 
“From our 
long knowledge of these Indians we 
know they will, if sent to Indian Terri­ 
tory, reach their old homes In Arizona 
and re-enact their bloody carcer.” 


R o sebu rg, Ore., Feb. IO.—The losses 
by the flood in this vicinity have been 
greater and more numerous than in the 
great flood of 1881-2. The damage to 
farms has been Immense. Landslides 
have been numerous, and several Im­ 
portant bridges have been carried away. 
Leaven’s large flouring mills at Canyon­ 
ville have gone down, and the woolen 
mills at this place were damaged to tho 
extent of $30,000. No trains have ar­ 
rived from Portland since Jan. 3, and 
none are expected till the loth instant. 
No lives have been lost, hut mails are 
stopped all around up to date. 
E ugene, Ore., Feb. IO.—The damage 
by flood In Kansas county, Is over $100,- 
000. Trains will run between Eugene 
and Portland In a few days. 
Between 
Eugene and Ashland the delay will be 
greater because all the bridges and 
tracks In Cow Creek canyon for more 
than twelve miles have been washed 
away. 
P o r tla n d, Ore., Feb. IO.—Railroad 
traffic is almost suspended. The South­ 
ern Pacific road Is In a bad condition 
and all the high trestles are In a shaky 
condition and many bends have been 
washed away. The roads will not be in 
a running condition for several weeks. 
There 19 no traffic on the East side. 
W. G. Steele came down the river In a 
skiff a distance of thirty-five miles. He 
says a strong current forced the Will­ 
amette river out of its bod and scattered 
devastation tor miles around. Ho saw 
hundreds of houses, barns, mills, and 
bridges In the stream. Tho loss in the 
valley will amount US a large sum. East 
Portland will sustain a loss of about $40,- 
OOO. 
Severe Storm la the Alleghenies. 
P ittsb u r g, Pa., Feb. IO.—The storm 
in the East continues with unabated fury. 
It Is quite extensive, but is severest In 
Pennsylvania 
and 
especially In the 
mountain regions. The snow continues 
to fall, and is driven by a strong wind 
until the drifts are several feet deep. 
Sleet has also fallen, covering the 
wires and causing them to fall by reason 
of the great weight. 
Telegraphic com­ 
munication is almost entirely ended. 
The railroads find the greatest difficulty 
In operating a few trains. 
It is known that many houses in tho 
mountain regions have been destroyed 
and many lives have been lost The re­ 
ports, however, are very meager owing 
to the fact that the wires are down. 
Damage in California. 
Los A n g e l e s, Cal., Feb. IO .—Great 
damage has been done by the Los An­ 
geles river. It has changed its course 
at almost a right anglo just south of the 
city limits, and, after crossing the coun­ 
try for six miles, empties into the old 
San Gabriel river. 
The Inundation covers a large area. A 
large number of orange, walnut lemon, 
and other orchards are almost ruined. 
Growing crops In Its course are com­ 
pletely destroyed. The total damage In 
this locality Is estimated at $750,000. 
The Ohto Rising. 
Memphis, Tenn., Feb. IO.—The Ohio, 
Tennessee, Cumberland, and their trib­ 
utaries continue to rise, but no flood is 
anticipated In this section of tho coun­ 
try. The Mississippi fell four-tenths at 
this point during the past twenty-four 
hours. Reports from below, where the 
greatest danger exists, are that the lev­ 
ees are intact and will hold out against 
the water coming. 


A Brakeman’* Mistake 
Wreck. 
H a r r isb u r g, Pa., Feb. IO.—An open 
switch causes a serious wreck on the 
Northern Central railway at Marsh’s 
: Run, near this city. Two sections of a 
f freight running ahead of the Pacific 
express, had orders to lio upon the sid- 
i ing until the express had passed. 
After 
the first section had run upon the siding, 
a brakeman supposing tho second sec­ 
tion would follow, left the switch open. 
This 
section however, ran in upon 
another switch. 
Bcforo tho mistake 
could be rectified the Pacific express 
rounded the curve and dashed into tho 
locomotive of the second section. 
Both 
engines were demolished, and tho track 
was blocked all day. Arthur Emerton, 
of Baltimore, fireman, of tho express, 
was killed. Isaac Stermcr, engineer of 
the passenger train, and Engineer Yaglc, 
of the freight, were seriously injured, 
and Express Messengers McCahen and 
Pawnall woro badly hurt.

Two Persons Killed and Several Others 
Fatally Injured. 
B altim ore, Md., Feb. IO.—A wreck is 
reported to have 'occurred on tho Nor­ 
folk A Western road which resulted in 
the death of two persons and tho serious 
injury of a number of others. Tho acci­ 
dent occurred at Middlo Stone’s mill 
about ll o’clock. The cause of the acci­ 
dent was the spreading of the rails be­ 
neath tho engine, which was thrown 
from the track. The express car was 
hurled a distance of seventy-five yards, 
and, together with tho mail car, was 
completely demolished.

•Mr. Parrish, I havo heard of your heroic 
conduct toward mo and mine, and I owe 
you a debt I shall never be able to pay.* 
I noticed that the Secretary was still 
laboring under much excitement, and 
that anything that was to bo said would 
havo to be said calmly in order not to 
affect him too deeply. 
I told him tho 
story how, on reaching his residence, I 
saw that unloss speedy work was done 
tho home was doomed, and how I im­ 
mediately deployed several ongine com­ 
panies to cover the various portions of 
the building. I minutely described tho 
way I found him; how I struggled and 
struggled to get him out, aud after suc­ 
ceeding how I went hack to look for 
other bodies.

Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., re­ 
sumed preaching in Brooklyn Sunday, 
after his vist to the Holy Land. 
The 
■uhject of his discourse was “The 
House on the Wall.” Dr. 
Talmage 
took for his text Joshua vi, 23: 
“And 
the young men that were spies went 
in and brought out Rahab, and her 
mother, and her brother, and all that 
she had.” He said: 
When, only a few weeks ago, I 
Visited Jericho, I said. Can it be possi­ 
ble that this is the Jericho that Mark 
Anthony gave as a wedding present to 
Cleopatra? 
Where are the groves of 
palm trees? Where are Herod's pal­ 
aces that once stood here? Where is 
the great theater from the stage of 
which Salam told the people 
that 
Herod was dead? Where is the syca­ 
more tree on the limb of which Zac- 
cheus sat when Jesus passed this place? 
Where is the wreck of the walls that 
fell at the blowing of the rams1 horns? 
But the fact that all these have disap­ 
peared did not hinder me from seeing 
in imagination the smash of every 
thing on that fated day, save one house 
On the wall. 
That scene centuriesjagc 
comes back to mo as though it were 
yesterday. 
There is a very sick and sad house 
in the city of Jericho. What's the mat­ 
ter? 
Is it poverty? No. 
No; worse 
than that. Is it leprosy? No. Worse 
than that. 
A daughter has forsaken 
her home. 
By what infernal plot she 
was induced to leave I know not; but 
they look in vain for her return. 
Sometimes they hear a footstep very 
much like hers and they start up and 
say. “She comes!” hut only to sink 
hack again into disappointment Alas! 
Alas! There is a long deep shadow 
over all the household. 
Added to this 
there is an invading army six miles 
away just over the river, coming on to 
destroy the city, and what 
with 
the loss of their child and tho coming 
on of that destructive army, I think 
the old people wish that they could 
die. 
That is the first scene in this 
drama of tho Bible. 
In a house on the 
wall of tho city is that daughter. That 
is her homo now. 
Two spies have 
corno from the invading army to look 
around through Jericho to boo how 
hest it maybe taken. Yonder is that lost 
child—in that dwelling on tho wall of 
tho city. 
The police hear of it, and 
soon there is a shuffling of feet all 
around about the doors, and tho city 
government demands the surrender of 
those two spies. 
First, Rahab—for 
that was tho name of tho lost child— 
first, Rahab secretes the two spies and 
gets their pursuers off the track, 
but after awhile she says to them: 
“I will make a bargain with you. 
I 
will save your life if you will save my 
life, and the life of my father and my 
mother, and my brothers, and my sis­ 
ters, when the victorious army comes 
upon tho city." Oh, she had not for­ 
gotten her home yet, you see. 
The 
wanderer never forgets home. 
No 
sooner had these two spies promised 
to save her life and the life of her 
father, and mother, and sisters, and 
brothers, then Rahab takes a scarlet 
cord and ties it around the body of one 
of the spies, brings him to the window, 
and as he clambers out—nervous lest 
she had not strength to hold him— 
with muscular arms such as woman 
seldom has, she lets him down, hand 
over hand, and in safety to the ground. 
Not being exhausted she ties the cord 
around tho other spy, brings him to 
the window, and just as successfully 
lots him down to the ground. No 
sooner have these men untied the scar­ 
let cord from their bodies than they 
look up, and they say: 
“You had bet­ 
ter get all your friends In this house— 
your 
father, 
your mother, 
your 
brothers, and your sisters; you had bet­ 
ter get them in this house. And then, 
after you have them here, take this 
red cord which you have put around 
our bodies and tie it across this win 
dow, and when our victorious army 
comes up and sees that scarlet thread 
in the window they will spare this 
house and all that are in it 
Shall it 
be so?” cried the spies. 
“Aye, aye,” 
Bald Kamiah, from the window, 
“it 
shall be so.” 
That is the second 
Berne in this Bible drama. There is 
a knock st the door of the old man. 
He looks up and says, “Come in,” and 
lo! there Is Rahab, the lost child; hut 
she has no time to talk. They gather 
in excitement around her and she says 
to them: “Get ready quickly and go 
with me to my house. 
The army is 
coming! The trumpet! Make haste! 
Fly! The enemy!” This is the third 
scene in this Bible drama. The hosts 
of Isarel are all around about the 
doomed city of Jericho. Crash! goes 
the great metropolis, heaps on heaps. 
The air suffocating with the dust and 
horrible with the screams of a dying 
city. All tho houses flat down. 
All 
the people dead. And no, no. On a 
crag of the wall—the only piece of the 
wall left standing—there is a house 
which we must enter. 
There is a 
family there that have deen spared. 
Who are they? Let us go and see. 
Rahab. her father, her mother, her 
brothers, her sisters, all safe, and the 
only house left standing in all the 
city. What saved them? 
Was the 
house more firmly built? Oh, no; it 
was built in the most perilous place 
—on the wall; and the wall was the 
first thing that feiL 
Was it because 
her character was any better than any 
of the population of the city? Oh, na 
Why then was she spared, ail of her 
household? Can you tell me why? 
Oh, it was the scarlet line in the win­ 
dow. 
That is the fourth scene in this 
Bible drama. 
When tho destroying 
angel went through Egypt it was the 
blood of the lamb on the door-posts 
that saved the Israelites, and now that 
vengance has come on Jericho it is the 
same color that assures the safety of 
Rahab and all her household. 
My 
friends, there are foes coming upon us 
more deadly and more tremendous to 
overthrow our immortal 
interests. 
They will trample us down and crush 
us out forever unless there 
he 
skillful mode of rescue open. 
The 
police of death already begin to clamor 
for our surrender; but hleesed he God, 
there is a way out. It is through the 
window and by a rope so saturated with 
the blood of tho £CQ0s lhat it is red ae 


that 
with 
which tho sp'ios were 
lowered, and if once our souls shall be 
delivered 
then, 
tho 
scarlet cord 
stretched across the window of our 
escape, we m adefy all bombardment, 
earthly and satanic. 
In the first place, carrying out the 
idea of my text, we must stretch this 
scarlet cord across the window of our 
rescue. 
There comes a time when a 
man is surrounded. What is that in 
the front door of his soul? It is the 
threatenings of the future, 
What is 
that in the back door of his soul? 
It 
is the sins of the past 
He can not 
got out of either of thcso doorways. 
If ho attempts it he will be cut to 
pieces, 
What shall he do? Escape 
through tho window of God’s mercy. 
But, you say, tho window is so high. 
Ah, thoro is a rope, tho very one with 
which the cross and its victim is lifted. 
That was strong enough to hold Christ 
and it is strong enough to hold you. 
Bear all your weight upon it, all 
your hopes for this life, all your hopes 
for the life that is to corno. 
Escape 
now through tho window. 
“But” you 
say, ' ‘that cord is too small to save 
mc; that salvation will never do at all 
for such a sinner as I have been.” 
Do you notice what a very narrow 
escape those spies hod ? 
I suppose 
they came with flustered chock and 
with excited heart. They had a very 
narrow escape. 
They went in the 
broad door of sin; hut how did they 
come out? They camo out of tho win­ 
dow. They wont up tho 
stairs ol 
stone; they came down on a slender 
thread. 
And so my friends wo gc 
easily and unabashedly into sin, and 
Bdl the doors are open; but if wo get 
out at all it will bo by being let down 
over precipices, wriggling and help­ 
less, tho strong grip above koeping us 
from being dashed on tho rocks be­ 
neath. It isea8y to got in to sin, young 
man. It is not so easy to get out of it. 
A minister of Christ was not long 
ago dismissed from his diocese for in­ 
toxication, and in a public meeting ho 
gave this account of his sorrow. He 
said: 
“I had a beautiful homo once, 
but strong drink shattered it. I had 
beautiful children, hut this fiend of 
rum took their dimpled hands in his 
and led thorn to tho grave. I had a 
wife—to know hor wa9 to lovo hor, but 
she sits in wretchedness to night, while 
I wander over tho earth. 
I had a 
mother, and tho pride of hor Ufo was 
I, hut tho thunderbolt struck her. I 
now have scarcely a friend in tho 
world. Taste of the bittor cup I have 
tasted and then answer me as to 
whether I have any hatred for the 
agency of my ruin. 
Hate it! I hate 
the whole damning traffic. 
I would to 
God to-night that every distillery was 
in flames, for then in glowing sky I 
would write in the smoke of tho ruin: 
‘Woo to him that putteth tho bottlo to 
his neighbor's lips.' That minister of 
ttfh gospel went in through tho broad 
door of temptation; ho came out of the 
window. And when I see tho tempta­ 
tions that arc about us in all countries, 
and when I know tho proclivities to sin 
in every man's heart, I sec that if any 
of us ©scape 
will bo a very narrow 
escape, 
Oh, if wo have, my friends, 
got off from our sin, let us tie the 
scarlet thread by which we have been 
saved across the window. Let us do it 
in praise of Him whose blood dyed it 
that color. 
Let it bo in announcement 
of the fact that wo shall no more bo 
fatally assaulted. 
“There is now no 
condemnation to them that are in 
Christ Jesus.” Then let all the forces 
of this world come up in cavalry 
charge, and let spirits of darkness 
corno on an infernal storming party 
attempting to take our soul, this rope 
twisted from thcso words, “Tho blood 
of Jesus Christ cleanseth from all sin,” 
will hurl them back defeated forever.

Have our households &9 
good protection? You have bolts on 
the front door and on tho back, and 
fastenings on tho windows, and per­ 
haps an especial watchman blowing 
his whistle at midnight before your 
dwelling, but all that can not protect 
your household. 
Is 
there on our 
houses the sign of a Savior's sacrifice 
and mercy? Is there a scarlet lino in 
tho window? Have 
your children 
been consecrated to Christ? Have you 
been washed in tho blood of tho atone­ 
ment? In what room do you have 
family prayers? Show mo where it is 
you are accustomed to kneel. Tho sky 
Is black with the coming deluge. 
Is 
your family inside or outside of tho 
ark? It is a sad thing for a mother to 
reject Christ; but to gather her family 
around her and then take them by the 
hand and lead them out into paths of 
worldliness, away from God and heav­ 
en, alas! alas! Although that houso 
may seem to be on the best street in all 
the town or city, it is really on the 
edge of a marsh, across which sweep 
most poisonous malarias, and it has a 
sandy foundation, and its splendor will 
come down, and great will be the fall 
of i t A homo without God! A p e ­ 
erless father! An undevout mother! 
Awful! awful! Is that you? Will you 
keep on, my brother, on tho wrong 
road. and take your loved ones with 
you? Time is so short that we can not 
waste any of it on apologies, or indi­ 
rections, or circumlocutions. 
You owe 
to your children, O father, O mother, 
more than food, more than clothing, 
more than shelter—you owe them the 
example of a prayerful, consecrated, 
pronounced, out-and-out Christian Ufo. 
You can not afford to keep it away 
from them. 
Now, as I stand here, you do not seo 
any hands outstretched toward me, and 
yet there are hands on my brow and 
hands on both my shoulders. They 
are hands of parental benediction. 
It 
Is a good many years ago now since 
we folded those hands as they began 
the last sleep on the banks ot the Rar­ 
itan in the vUlage cemetery, but these 
hands are stretched out toward mo to­ 
day. and they are just as warm aud 
just as gentle as when I sat on her 
knee at 5 years of age. And I shall 
never shake off those hands. I do not 
want ta They have helped me so 
much a thousand times already, and I 
do not expect to have a trouble or a 
trial between this and my grave where 
those hands wUl not help me. 
It was 
not a very splendid home, as the world 
calls it, hut we had a family Bible 
there, 
weU-worn 
by tender per­ 
usal; and 
there 
was 
a family 
altar 
there, 
where 
we 
knelt 
morning and night; and there was a 
holy Sabbath there; and stretched in a 
straight line or hung in loops or fes­ 
toons, there was a scarlet line in the 
window. Oh, the tender, precious, 
blessed memory of a Christian home! 
SHU further; we want this_scarlet 


line of ’tho text drawn across tho win- j 
dow of our prospects. I see Rahab i 
and her father, and her mother, and '■ 
her brothers and sisters looking out 
over Jericho, the city of palm trees, 1 
and across the river, and over at the 
army invading, and then up to the 
mountains and the sky. 
Mind you, 
this houso was on the wall, and I sup­ 
pose the prospect from the window 
must have been very wide. 
Besides 
that, I do not think that tho scarlet 
line at all interfered with the view of 
the landscape. The assurance it gave 
of safety must have added to the beauty 
of tho country. 
To-day, my friends, 
we sit in tho window of earthly pros­ 
pects, and wo look off toward tho hills 
of heaven and the landscape of eternal 
beauty. God has opened tho window 
for us and wo look out. We now only 
get a dim outiino of the inhabitants. 
We now only hero and there catch a 
note of tho exauisito harmony. 
But blessed be God for this scarlet 
line in tho window. That tells me 
that tho blood of Christ bought that 
homo for my soul, and I shat! go thoro 
when my work is done. 
And as I put 
my hand on that scarlet line every­ 
thing in tho future brightens. My 
eyesight gets better and the robes of 
Idle victors are more lustrous, and our 
lovad ones who went away some time 
ago—thoy do not stand any more with 
their hacks toward us, but their faces 
this way and their voices drop

through this Sabbath air, saying with 
all tenderness and sweetness, “Come! 
Como! Come!” And the child that

First, you have no right to expect that 
I am going to amuse you by treating my 
subject with levity. This is too eel ions 
matter,involving the Ices of manhood 
and of soul. 
Second: That I am to speak of the aa­ 
ron limply assn evil 
Otters have told with more eloquence 
thai. I can command, of the tears of the 
widow and oriel of the orphan. 
Nor am I simply to speak of the Anan 
cia! hardens the liquor traffic brings. 
Who can do this? 
When by careful estimate it has been 
ahown that the workingmen of this conn 
*ry drink about seven-tenths of all the 
iquor drank. 
Following isthehquor 
bill for last year: The beer product of 
the United Hts tea leat year was 25,000,009 
barrel*; one third of this sold 
quart and by the keg woald amount 
$83,000,000; and two-thirds Bold by the 
glass woald amount to $637,000,000; 
whisky by the pint or drink $420,000,000; 
native wines $100,000,000; imported wine 
$40,000,000; total *1,285 000,000. 
You 
can hear it on every hand, about election 
time, that the oppressor* of the poor are 
the railroad*, banks, mining corporations, 
telegraph monophes, the mi lionsireeor- 
poretion*, end the bloated bondholder*.

He 
who takes money or goods without giv­ 
ing sn equivalent, unless they are the 
gift of friendship, takas the roll of being 
either a pauper or a thief. 
And now what equivalent does a sa­ 
loon-keeper give for the money he takes 
over his bar? Verily none. He does not 
give food, clothing, shelter, education 
nor morality; nothing but a poison which 
iblumes the blood, and shortens life. It 
does not even assuage thirst, but creates 
it. Turn these breweries and distiller­ 
ies into manufacturing establishments,
